Btocktou contiiiiis, outwido of tbo insano 
aaylam, a number of unfortuuiitea given 
over, to an implicit belief in profesaiouiil 
spiritualism. The Hat o£ these debilitated 
mindB iucludos not only '" e lower ordora of 
intolloct, but aowo of i,no highest, and 
ainong the bolievera in the absurd pretence 
of spirit materinliziition are professional 
gentlemen who should know better. In the 
beginning of thia week there came to Stock- 
ton Mra. Elsie Koynold-s, a profossioual 

'"•'Bpirit materializing miKiiiiiii," who an- 
nounced that through her would iii)i)(>iir to 
Tiaitors of her seauoea the spirits of (i( i)art- 
ed friends, whom ahe would maleriilizo into 
flesh and bone for a time sutliciout for tUi m 
to talk and kiss believiug relativi.'si. She 
Seour.ed jrooms at the Avon House, opposite 
the Grand Central Hotel, and on ilouday 
night held her irat BtOtiitou seance. 
Her, aBsistant was a smooth-faced young 
man, aged about 25 years. The seauco 
was attended by a number of the 
faithful, who left with additional convic- 
tion that Elsie was a true medium. L.jat 
Dtght she gave another seance, fur which 

'•he announced "startling develupmenta. " 
The Independent, which is oonduoted on 
a strictly cash basis, and which takes 
little stock in anything supernatural, 
kindly decided to assist Airs. Reynulds in 
fulfilling the letter cif her announcement 
and bringing about sufficiontly Btartling 
dovelopeinents to saliafy the audience.

This piece of infunnatiou from the 
spirit would appear to coinoido with tho 
views of Dr. A. T. tludaon, who gave 
vent to hia pleasure with several expres- 
sive "er hums." 

Another song was sung,Bnd tjje medium 
told Harry to put a table in front of tho 
cabinet. He did si\ and there appenred 
a^-ir!,who kept repeating rapidly -."Cookie, 
cookie, cookie." .She would not advance 
beyond the table, and refused to be 
measured.

From tlmt port Riiaflimi cruiaers may i;o 
forth to proy on Britiali uoimnurci) or 
Btriko a deadly blow at Uritisli puwor on 
the Piicific by a suddoii descent on tho 
harbors of Victoria and Esquimiilt. 
Yladiyostook stands on tho upper Japan 
Sea^ near the Chinese and Corean fron- 
tier,. fti a deep bi(;ht in the coast line. It 
is fully fif'y miles si-uthwest of the point 
where tho Aiiioor rivor urnptiea into ihu 
Soa of Okhot3k. Up to tho tiino of thu 
CririiL'Hii Wiir, u hirgo portion of tlio 
lower Anioor Vulley btslonood nominally 
to Chin;i, but iho Uuartiaiis had oatablished 
theinsulved iii the niouih of this river, and 
waited p.itiuiilly until they had a chance 
to BXtmul hikI cnnsiilidatu their authority. 
Ill lHf)8, hy thu treaty of • tho .Vii^uno, 
China ceded to Rii.iaiii tho left biiiik of tho 
Amoor river down to the coiilUionce of the 
Tsuri, and bolow that point both banks. 
This treaty was afterwards disavowed by 
the Chinese, authorities, but thuir difii- 
oulty with France and England, whose 
armies occiipiud Pokiii;^, onablod Oon. 
Igiuitietf to nbtiiiii 11 second treaty in No- 
voinbor, 1800, which coiiliniicd hia sover- 
eign in poBsussion of tlie territories abovi^ 
named, and more inmutoly deiined tho 
boundaries. "This acquisition of ter- 
ritory," a writer in the Edinburgh 
Review twelve years af;o, ''magnificent as 
it was in tho vast e.\tent ipf country there- 
by added to tlie RLi.-i.iian duiiiinioiiH, had 
its chief value — fur the inuineiit at leaat — 
in tho fact of its conferrinj; the long- 
oovetud advantages of nccessiblo harbors 
on] the PaciSc in a comparatively 
temperate latitude, where navigation 
ia impeded by ice for, at the most, 
three or four inunth.s during tho year. 
Tho soutlieriinioHt gulf of the newly- 
coded region, lying iu latitudo 43 ilegs. 
N., contains iiumeroua fine harbors and 
inlota." Tho river Tunien was now tho 
Bouthern boundary of llussia in thcno 
parts, and divided its province from the 
kingdom of Corea. The territory has 
been finally rounded oil and coniploted, 
as it were, by the treaty with Japan, 
mado in 1875, by which the latter cedes 
to Russia, in exchange for tho Kurile Is- 
lands,, the southern portion of the great 
island of Saghalien. 

Yladivostock, which lies near tho south, 
ern point of tho territory thus acquired, 
stands on one of tho line.st harliora in the 
world, with anchorage for sixty or seven- 
ty ships of war and two hundred niar- 
chantmon. There ia an outer anchor- 
age, which is a fairly snug roadstead, call- 
ed the Eastern Uosphoruus. From this 
runs direct to the right the inner harbor, 
called' the Golden Horn, after a less con- 
venient, if more celebrated, port in Ku - 
rope. This is about throe nulea l ing, and 
not much above half a mile wide. Tho 
largest ships can ride within a few yards 
of the shore. Tho peculiar form of the 
port renders its defense by torpodoos and 
batteries easy. 

The necessaries of life, which have to 
be brought from Corea and Manchuria, 
are dear, hut the great necessity of war- 
like operations — coal — is available in case 
of blockade, as theio is a seam of coal 
near by, although not of the best Quality. 
Extensive dry dojks have been eoiialrucl- 
ed by the Russian government. The liar 
bor is free from ice during ten nioiitlia of 
the year.

In this 
threatening state of all'iirs what ia to he 
done/ .-Vppeal to the ()ttawa goveriiiiient 
tn rescind tho oriier in council and failing 
relief to declare the union dissfilved and 
iiritish Columbia I'reo to reiiirii to her 
allegiance to tho old IhiL;) .V seotiMioiii 
similar to this, expres.sed at .N'evv ^ e.-t 
minster, was ominously applauded. The 
new regiilatioiia are must hurtful to the 
province and are not what were stipu 
iated under llio Settlement Act, Tliey 
are, in fact, a direct violHtion of that 
remedial measiiro and will not he toler- 
ated without a struggle whijli may end in 
a disturbance of thu friendly relations be- 
tween the Canada and the province.

For 
niontlis past a valuablo ohisa ot amigrantH 
hiivo lii eu arriving iu this province by hun- 
dreds, dra.vn here by the fact that gri^at 
public Works were iu coursu of conatruc- 
inni, many of whom e,i,liiiu»leu thuii 
means in getting here, and on their ar- 
rival found £that they could not get 
omploymont; their money gone, were re- 
duced t'l !i destitute condition, at the 
same time thouaaiuls of Chiiioso coolies 
or slaves wi>re steadily Griipluyod. Tho 
class of workim.; women from which in 
other coniniiinities thu working man 
t.uturally seeks his partner in life baa 
very little existence here; the conse- 
quence is that a largo part of the male 
|)opiilati(Ui remain bachelors, not from 
clioici! but from necessity, la it wise or 
|>riideiit from a joiblic atandpeint that 
such a large iinniher of inuii should pass 
their ilaya, or the best and innet vigorona 
part of their lives in single blesaedno.'is, 
with no fixed abode, no aim in lifo, aiul 
virtually with no place in society. Does 
It not endanger the nmral and social 
foundation upon which society oxi.sts, and 
if allowed to i^eiitiiiue can only have one 
result, that of dividing society into two 
clawsea, slaves and slave- liolderB. The 
men holding the highest positions in 
this province are not only eni- 
plo3i5s of the servile race but 
through llieir inlliieiice directly ngaiiiHt 
the be t intere-^t i-f tile wiitking man.

Port 
Hamilton is so well protected that it af- 
fords shelter in the worst weather. 
Rodo, the liirgrHt 'if tlieie islaiida, is 
050 feet high, and Suiihodo is 78li foot. 
They both present rugged, biJd sides ou 
either sido of the entrance, and, if forti- 
fied, in connection witli Observatory Is- 
land, could be defended against any force. 
There are several Corean villages on these 
islands containiuL' atinut two thousand 
people. Kvory available spot i.s cultivateii, 
the principal crop being millet. Port 
Hamilton ia over thirty miles off the 
main Corean coaat, and forty miles 
north of the largo ialnnd of 
Quelpart. By occupying these islands 
England has removed her basfi of supplies, 
in the event of war, over 1000 milea nearer 
to Vlidivustock, as Port Uaniiltoii ia only 
140 miles from Nagasaki, where the inex- 
hnuatiblo coal iiiiiuis aro boin« worked, 
and pIio can, within two weeks, inako a 
depot of coal which will last her fleet for 
tnunths. Suflloient supplies can alao be 
gathered in a short time from Hongkong 
and the Chinese and Japanese ports to 
make her qiiito independent of neutrals 
after war ia declared. Tho English fleet 
vill^not. onjy guiird the Corean strait, but 
can gatBer at Port Hamilton. for any de- 
scent upon the Russian possessions in Si- 
beria. With the Corean strait thus 
guarded, and one or two ironclads in tho 
Straits of La Perouao and Taugar, tho 
liussian lleet will be practically conlincd 
to tho Sea of Japan, and no vessel can 
escape to grey upon English commerce. 
The reasons which influenced the British 
goyernmeut to seizt] upon Port ilaniilton 
:.Bire t.h'ns oiade plain. TheHussian cruisers 
in thu Sea of Japan must remain there, 
and those tmt in the North Pacific will bo 
kept from reaching their bane of supplies. 
What Corea thinks of England's action is 
quite an unimportant matter, without the 
treaty powers interpose some objections. 
Japan will certainly bo disgusted to find 
that she has such a powerful neighbor, 
and China will bo equally indignant when 
sho realizes that England is almost one 
thousand miles nearer Pekin. IJcnigkong 
has been a thorn in her side for many 
years, and Port Hamilton will be even 
it sharper one.

to coniinne if tbey had the faintest idea of 
the great wrong and injustice they were iu- 
tlieting upon their brethren in this proviuco. 
The struggle against the further admission 
of Chineso to thia province is a struggle of 
labor ugaiust capital and enters deep into 
tho moral and material prosperity of our 
peojile. The (Chinese come hiTe with no 
inti-ntion of malting it their home but to 
s,ive a sum of inoury and then go back to 
Uhinu, so they avoid all the responsibilities 
of tin- eili/i'ii. They are as a rule virtually 
shivv-s sold for ii given time nr until a cer- 
tain sum of uiiiiu-y is aciuun ulateil ; they aro 
subji-ct to a Chinese; coy whose edicts are to 
tbeui the highest law; they bring no ^aml- 
lies; they bupport no churches; they aid no 
chari|:.b!r iiiatitution; take uo iutorest in 
the advuncemout of the province; they have 
I'lieu been convicted on this coast of taking 
their sick and helpless countrymen into 
some dark alley lu' vacant room and leaving 
them to die in order to avoid tlio small cost 
of curing lor them; they treat our eivili/.a- 
tmu with cunte.i.pt and aro utterly alien to 
UK in raci', m religion, and in socdal and 
donic^itic habits, they bring uo women with 
them but those who are brought for thu I 
ilesi purposes, and • vrhu spread the worst 



self not to know that the politicians of 
this provinci; wi uld not trouble thcni 
selves ,il)i.ut it it it was not a ipiestioli of 
vii al inlerest to I he coniiiiunity. How have 
the workiiii: men of this pnivmce aijokeii 
in regard to thoChinosif I'liey have secured 
the passage of iiiiiiiici|ial bylaws to regu- 
late the nuisance in our midst only to 
have them overruled on some (guibble by 
the courts. 'J'liey have pafsed acts in the 
i local ligislatnre i nly to hivve them treiitod 
the samo w,iy; or worse still, if tlifre was

Have the working- 
uicii of the cii.iti-ru provinces any interest 
in forcing such ilegradiitiou upcju us?

In Christian 
countries where the Sunday is kept 
sacred or observed as a holiday, an- 
other day of rest in addition to their 
Sabt^atb is obtained, thus fortify ini; 
ttietn'^agaiti8ti the crushing toil and 
nervous strain of modern life. The los.s 
occuring from thia enforced abstinence 
from bu.sineas worrie.s is more than 
counterbal'.inced by tlio fjain in nerve 
power with which perioilical ce.s.sation 
from any haransing eiuployniont, is com- 
pensated. This is doubtless one of the 
factors whibh have helped to invigor 
ate both mind and body, and to din e 
lop in them those high qualiticH fur 
■which I hey are justly diHtinguished. 

To sum up: the longevity of the Jew 
i» an aqkowledgc d fact. In his Hiir 
ipu^dings he is on a par wiiii hiH 
Chriatain neighbor. If the locality in 
which be dwells ia unliealtliy he alho 
BufTers, but to a less degree. If the 
climate is ungenial, its influence tell.s 
on him, too, but vvitii less injurious ef 
feet. His vigorous health enables him 
to rejvlsti tlie onset of disease to which 
otheirs sviccumb. These advantages are 
for the most part owing to hia food, 
his temperate habits, and the caretakcMi 
of him iu sickness and poverty. No 
doubt he is B])ecially fortunate in in- 
heriting a constitution which has been 
built up by attention, for many cen- 
turies, to hygienic details. His meat 
is drained of blood, so that by that 
means morbid germs are not likely to 
be conveyed into hia sy.steiu. it is also 
most carefully inspected so as to pre- 
vent the coriHUinption of what is un- 
sound, hence bis comparative immunity 
from scrofulous and tuberculous forma 
of diseasa 

The Bible is regarded by some 
scientists as an old-fashioned book; but 
its teaching in relation to hygiene, 
even they will confess, has not become 
antiquated. It must bo credited with 
haying anticipated and recorded for 
-obi* instruction and profit doctrines 
which :are now accepted as beyond dis- 
pute in this department of knowledge. 
In the Mosaic law are preserved sani- 
tary rules, the habitual observance of 
■wbicli by the Jew, from generation to 
generation, has made him superior to 
.aII other races in reapect of health and 
'^longevity. — Leisure Hour.
